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Decline in Male Enrollment 
Expected to Continue

CHICAGO (TMS) — A 
decline in male college students 
is expected to continue over the 
next decade as more young men 
bypass school for the promise 
of making it big in the tech 
industry or on a professional 
sports team. 

Women, who in 1970 made 
up fewer than 45 percent of col- 
lege students, have turned the 
tables. Now men are in the 
minority. Census figures say 
men make up 51 percent of the 
nation’s population. But by 
2008, they'll constitute 42 per- 
cent of college students, 
researchers for the U.S. 
Department of Education pre- 
dict. The statistics apply across 
all geographic, economic, eth- 
nic and racial lines. 

Among possible reasons for 
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the drop in men’s enrollment is 
the declining presence of for- 
mally educated adult males in 
their lives. Researchers point to 
the rise of households run by 
single mothers and the high 
numbers of women teaching in 
elementary and secondary 
schools. 

Also not helping, many educa- 
tors say, are media images of mil- 
lionaire sports superstars who 


make it into professional leagues - 


without degrees and of cutting- 
edge Internet pioneers who didn’t 
graduate from college, like 
Microsoft Corp. co-founder Bill 
Gates. In a statement, Georgia 
Gov. Zell Miller said educators 
must lure male students back to 
college and the fuller intellectual 
life it represents — even if sitting 
in class reading “Beowulf” does- 
n’t seem as exciting as collecting 
$75,000 a year to build Web 
pages.

WASHINGTON, D.C. 
(TMS) —- When federal offi- 
cers wielding search war- 
rants showed up in a 
dormitory at George 
Washington University last 
week looking for fake IDs, 
they didn’t have any trouble 
finding them — or the stu- 
dent who made them. 

Students, figuring they’d 
be caught sooner or later and 
wanting to avoid additional 
legal troubles, gladly handed 
over their hallmate’s handi- 
work. The student who made 
the fakes also was quick to 
cooperate. According to the 
GW Hatchet, he turned in the 
equipment he used and a 
computer database of more 
than 100 digital pictures of 
his clients. 

“If the feds are knocking 
on my door, they probably 
have enough to can me, so I 
might as well cooperate to 
the fullest,” the accused stu- 
dent, speaking under the 


weeks, 


condition of anonymity, told 
the Hatchet. School officials 
and D.C. authorities also are 
not releasing the student’s 
name because he is a juve- 
nile. 

Despite his effort to come 
clean, police charged him 
with juvenile forgery, and 
the university put him on 
interim suspension and 
barred him from the campus. 


Students who bought the . 


fake IDs have been granted 
amnesty from federal prose- 
cution but still may face uni- 
versity sanctions. If they turn 
in their fakes by the end of 
this week, they'll get off 
with only a warning, “but if 
they hold out and are caught 
later, they’ll face sanctions 
that are more severe,” said 
Barbara Porter, a spokes- 
woman for the university. 

A campus judiciary board 
made up of students, faculty 
and staff is expected to 
review charges against the 
operation’s ringleader and 
hold a hearing within two 
Porter said. 


Expulsion is an option, she 
added. 

Police said 
arrests are likely. 

Students living in the 
dormitory said it was only a 
matter of time before 
authorities caught on to the 
fake ID sales. They told the 
Hatchet that the student 
charged with making the 
bogus New Jersey and 
Maine licenses didn’t make 
much of an effort tq keep his 
work.a secret. They said he 
often approached them with 
samples, posted pictures on 
the dormitory’s Web server, 
left the door to his room 
open as he worked and sold 
his product to anyone will- 
ing to pay. 

It appears authorities 
indeed monitored the opera- 
tion before moving in for the 
sting. The student charged 
with the forgeries told the 
Hatchet that an officer in his 
room the day of his arrest 
was the same man who visit- 
ed him a week earlier asking 
to purchase an ID.’

Alcohol In Moderation May 
Be Healthy; Abuse Still Isn’t

Many students like to pick up a beer 
or alcoholic drink for a good time on the 
weekends. 

But there have been a lot of studies 
which prove that long-term alcohol 
consumption or abuse can interfere 
with bone growth and replacement of 
bone tissue, resulting in decreased 
bone density and increased risk of 
fracture. 

According to Alcohol Health & World 
Report, alcohol also has effects on major 
organ systems like ulcers of the stomach, 
inflammation of the pancreas and cirrho- 


sis of the liver. Other devastating effects 
occur in the nervous system, which can 
be permanently damaged, causing black- 
outs, hallucinations and extreme tremors. 

There is evidence that even moderate 
drinking during pregnancy can damage 
the unborn child. 

These are some of the reasons why 
over or abusive consumption of alcohol 
is not recommended. 

In contrast, US News & World Report 
states that the Mediterranean diet recom- 
mends drinking one or two glasses of red 
wine per day, not distilled spirits or beer. 

The message seems to be that alcohol 
in moderation can be helpful while over 
consumption may have dire effects.

A lot of controversy has surrounded the release of 
Kevin Smith’s latest film, “Dogma.” Religious pun- 
dits claim that the movie is blasphemous and contains 
insults to the catholic church. 

In his own defense, Smith has claimed that the 
movie is a personal exploration of his catholic beliefs. 

In reality, the film doesn’t properly fit either of 
these classifications. True, “Dogma” does contain its 
share of controversial moments. But the film ulti- 
mately leans toward the tamer side. In fact, one might 
be apt to use another word to describe the film - bor- 
ing. 

“Dogma” revolves around the attempts of two fall- 
en angels, played by Matt Damon and Ben Affleck, to 
get back into heaven. The two have found a loophole 
that will allow them to do this. It requires them to 
make a journey to a church in New Jersey. 

Seeing as their re-entry into heaven will cause the 
end of the world, someone is recruited to stop them 
from making it back. That person is Bethany, an abor- 
tion clinic worker played by Linda Fiorentino. Her 
mission, stop the two from making it to New Jersey. 

She receives help from a number of heavenly 
beings. Alan Rickman, who plays the voice of god and 
looks terribly out of place at times, guides Bethany on 
her path. She also receives assistance from Rufus, the 
thirteenth apostle, played by Chris Rock. Two 
“prophets” - recurring characters Jay and. Silent 
Bob(Jason Mewes and Kevin Smith) - also help her 
on her way. 

- If the plot seems rather shallow, well, itis. The film 
plods along to its inevitable climax without accom- 
plishing much. 

As a result of the heavy-handed script, the film 
loses steam quickly. It is further hindered by the pres-

If you attend only one Christmas concert this year, 
see Lori Line and her pop chamber orchestra Nov. 29 
at the Music Hall. Don’t let her sensual, sophisticated 
appearance fool you. Lori Line will knock your socks 
off. Guaranteed. 


For those of you who have never seen Line before - 


.. Well, just how can I explain her show ? 

This is not your father’s Christmas concert. 

Lori Line is a new age pianist/arranger who deliv- 
ers with more style than Gucci and greater energy than 
ConEd. Her concert is two hours of classical favorites 
stirred with a little swing, and little blues, and two 
heaping helpings of pure, unadulterated, heart-pound- 
ing jazz. 

Accompanying Line on stage is the pop chamber 
orchestra, 12 of the world’s best musicians. Audience 
favorites include Bruce Kurnow who wails on. har- 
monica, Jose James on glow-in-the-dark African 
drums, and Kenni Holmen on the down-and-dirty sax. 

To prove further this is not your ordinary Christmas 
show, Line’s group trots out everything from ancient 
bagpipes to renaissance recorders to banjos, cellos, 
French horns and Irish whistles. And all kinds of cos- 
tumes, from medieval English court, futuristic space 
suits, zoot suits from the 1920s, flash from the-1980s 
and Line herself in Jack Edwards originals. 

As Lori Line fans know, the music is exceptional, 
but the craziest part of the show. comes right after 
intermission. Line walks on stage with a large pad of 
paper and invites the audience to yell out its favorite

Maybe 
when the UNO hockey team comes 
home from their weekend series with the 
Ohio State Buckeyes we'll have an 
answer. Until then be content knowing 
the Mavericks are carrying a five game 
unbeaten streak on the road with them. 

The Mavericks are in a good position 
heading into their upcoming schedule, 
taking their five game streak with them, 
UNO is about to play possibly the easiest 
part of their schedule this year. 

The Mavericks, who have moved 
from last to seventh in the Central 
Collegiate Hockey Association during 
the streak, head to play an Ohio State 
team that is in the conference cellar. The 
struggling: Buckeyes are 1-8-0 in the 


CCHA and are looking to validate the. 


fourth place finished they were picked to 
have in the preseason. They must now 
face a UNO team that is riding a homes- 
tand high. After dropping their opening 
series to still unbeaten Michigan State, 
the Mavericks have not lost at home 
since. The vicims include Notre Dame 
who was an NCAA Tournament entry 
last year, and a Western Michigan team 
that ranks third in the CCHA. 

Despite their rough start, Coach 
Kemp is taking any precautions with the 
Buckeyes. 

“Ohio State is very unsettling. Even 
though they have been stuggling out of 
the gate this year, their talent and experi- 
ence makes them extremely dangerous,” 
he said. 

Although Ohio State has the biggest 
arena in college hockey at 17,500, atten- 
dance has been around 4,000 at the Value 
City Arena and may be less this weekend

Sophomore guard Corey Hahn popped for 
16 points and sophomore forward Al Lainio 
added a double-double (15 points, 12 
rebounds) as the UNO men’s. basketball 
team outlasted the Dreambuilders 82-81 
Monday night. 

The Dreambuilders, a semi-pro team from 
Des Moines, entered the game with a 5-5 
record after having defeated University of 
Nebraska-Kearney 103-102. They boasted a 
roster filled with former Division I, Division 
Il and JUCO All-Americans. Levant 
Williams, Northwest Missouri State, led all 
players with 27 points. Shawn “Shakey” 
Harrington, also from NWMSU, contritubed 
14 from the shooting guard position, includ- 
ing 4-7 from beyond the arc. 

UNO held a 37-34 halftime margin thanks 
in large part to the return from the injured 
list of senior forward Mike Foltynski (11 
points). “Mike is a high-energy guy,” Coach 
Kevin Lehman said. “He’s our emotional 
_ leader. I thought he played extremely well.” 

The Mavs jumped’ out to an eight-point 
lead midway through the second half, but a 
run by the Dreambuilders erased that deficit. 


Patrick Voss nailed a three-point shot at the | 
three-minute mark to give UNO the advan- 
tage again. Still, the endgame was a matter 
of lead changes and free throws. 

With 18 seconds to play, Dreambuilders 
point guard Jesse James stripped the ball 
away from Gary Morgan and scored, giving 
the visitors an 81-80 edge. 

After a strategy-filled time out, the Mavs 
moved down the court, Morgan finding 


Lainio posting across the key. Lainio caught. 


the pass, turned, and drilled a 10-foot 
jumper. UNO moved ahead 82-81 with 5.5 
seconds left. An out-of-control lob by 
Harrington at the buzzer rimmed out. 

“We work on situation plays like that

tice,” Lehman said. “To have success like 
this gives us a lot of confidence.”
